A branch office was opened by the Commission in Miami 
on November 20th, 1933, from which office the Commission's 
business was conducted during the racing season and up to 
April 10th, 1934, on which date the Miami office was closed 
and all records and supplies were shipped to the Tallahassee 
office. 

The records of the year just closed, and contained in this 
report, show a marked increase in revenue to the State from 
the operation of horse and dog tracks, the net revenue being 
$934,678.04 as against $705,601.64 for the 1932-33 season; 
an increase of 32.46%. 

During the past season the Commission inaugurated and 
waged a campaign to eliminate the practice of doping or stimu- 
lating race horses. Having no precedent by which to go, the 
Commission approached the problem from the angle of preven- 
tion, providing also a method of detection. To this end there 
was established a corps of investigators, assigning one to each 
horse for a period of from one to three hours prior to its 
race. In addition the saliva test was established as a means 
of identifying stimulants administered to a horse. This was 
the first time the saliva test had been used in America and 
was of necessity in its early stage of development. We be- 
lieve the distance traveled since the inauguration of this cam- 
paign and the results obtained have fully justified the neces- 
sary increased expenditures by the Commission. Rules 
against doping, providing for adequate supervision, have since 
been passed by every racing commission throughout the 
country. 
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The Commission took steps to cover every vulnerable 
spot that tended to reduce a full measure of protection to 
the public and the associations, by providing additional in- 
spectors in each instance. This policy, together with the ef- 
fort to eliminate stimulation of horses and an addition of 
fifty-nine racing days over last year's schedule, caused a con- 
siderable increase in personnel, resulting in a higher cost of 
operation. The Commission believes that under the Racing 
Act the public and operators are entitled to full and complete 
protection and proper expense should not be spared to this 
end. 

The Commission invited racing commissions of other 
states to Miami for a conference in January, looking toward 
a closer relationship which would prove mutually beneficial. 
As a result of this invitation ten states were represented and 
the National Association of Racing Commissioners was form- 
ed. Since that meeting every state racing commission now 
existing has become a member of the Association. The sec- 
ond annual meeting will be held in Miami this winter and 
mutual problems discussed. 

The Commission desires to recommend that considera- 
tion be given the Racing Act at the next session of the Legis- 
lature to the end that the Act may be strengthened and clari- 
fied by amendments. We particularly refer to the ambiguity 
of Sections 5 and 9. We recommend more requirements of an 
applicant for a permit as now provided in Section 2. We 
recommend Section 4 be amended extending the period in 
which racing is permitted from April 1st to May 1st. We 
recommend Section 9-B be amended to either eliminate com- 
pletely the occupational tax, or if retained effect a more equit- 
able assessment; i. e.. a sliding scale should be provided rang- 
ing from a lesser amount required of those earning $5.00 a 
day or under, to a greater amount for those earning larger 
salaries. 
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The Commission is pleased to report that during the past 
racing season the various associations licensed to conduct 
race tracks under the laws of the State manifested a desire to 
fully cooperate with the Commission, its agents and employees, 
in an effort to have racing conducted in this State as requir- 
ed by law.
